go vernm ent did, and th at Baro n do Staal, 
the Russian am bassado r, knew th at ho stili­ 
ties had liegun a t the very tim e th at he was 
assuring Lo rd G ranville o f the czar's desire 
to m aintain peace. 
T hat this news has thro w n the English 
¡» eo ple into great excitem ent and iudigna 
tio u go es w itho u t say ing. 
The go vernm ent, 
already pushing war preparatio ns with gro at 
vigo r, has redo ubled its effo rts. 
There are 
90,000 Russians in a few day s' m arch o f 
H erat, and ao o u t the same num ber o f B rit­ 
ish and Indian tro o ps also near th a t co veted 
city . 
It was rep >rted du ring the a fte rn o n 
th a t Russia had « » ecupied Penjdeh, and also 
th a t the Indian vicero y , Lo rd Dufferin, had 
started his tro o ps in a hu rry fo r Herat, 
Even the mo .-t sanguine lio lievcr in pu ic * 
wo uld have been co nverted co uld he have 
heard Mr. Gladsto ne’s m artial statem ent in 
the ho use Thu rsday night. 
Old members 
say he was never befo re so pathetic, y et 
po werful. 
His career as a friend o f Rus.-ia 
was in no listener’s mind half so clearly 
as in his o wn. 
He spo ke slo wly , carefully ,

Repo rts fro m vario u s m ilitary centers, 
Indian as well as English, sho w the utm *"t 
enthusiasm a t the news and genera! satL fae 
tio n o ver the pro spect o f a speedy tight. 
The exjiectatio n in the ho use o f co mmo ns 
and the clu bs ig th at tho Russian umbu u- 
do r will be giveu his ¡» ass po rts befo re .-Sun­ 
day , and th at tho Po rtsm o u th fl*et will be

During Mr. Gladsto ne's statem ent in tlm 
ho use o f co mmo ns regarding the battle in 
A fghanistan his m anner, even mo re than ho 
Wo rds, emphasized the gravity o f the -itua* 
tio n.

W hen the Afghans retreated Co l. Ridgway 
and Capt. Yale uy co mpauio d them fo r a 
sho rt distance, and then gallo ied to Guirari, 
a distance o f abo u t 150 miles, to m ake their 
repo rt to Gen. Lumsden. 
Co l Rtdgway highly eulo gizes the g al­ 
lan try o f the A fghan tro o ps du ring the ac­ 
tio n. 
He say s they fo u ght u nder every dis­ 
adv an tag e and the fact th at they ho ld 


their gro und as lo ng and as stu bbo rnly as 
they did in the face o f terrible slau ghter 
and alm o st certain defeat sho ws them to be 
po ssessed o f splendid co urage.

Turco mans. 
Co l. Ridgway say * th a t the re­ 
tre a t o f the A fghans was co nducted with 
perfect o rder and sullen deliberatio n. 
It 
was impo ssible, ho wever, to co ncentrate fo r 
the defense o f Penjdeh, and it is pro bable 
th a t th a t im po rtant po sitio n is no w in po sses­ 
sio n o f Gen. Kumaro ff. 
Tho w ar feeling is u niversal in Lo ndo n. 
It is felt th a t the go vernm ent canno t no w 
y ield an inch, and it is generally ho ped that 
Russia will no t y ield, bu t will stand up fo r 
a square fight, and every Englishm an i* co n­ 
fident o f the result. 
Every bo dy seems per­ 
m eated with Lo rd Bufferin'» belief—that 
w ar is inevitable, and th a t it had bett.u 
co me no w than later. It is ru m o red in well- 
info rmed circles th a t the go vernm ent ha* 
o rranged with Italy to supply the entire 
fo rce necessary to garriso n E gy pt and the 


So udan. 
This wo uld 
enable the British 
tro o ps to be w ithdraw n a t o nce fo r service 
in India and A fghanistan. 
“Russian histo ry disdains no t to repeat i t ­ 
self," said a ne-to rian m em ber o f parliam ent 
who was in the co mmo ns th irty y ears ago . 
“The Russian naval o u trage a t Sino o e o n 
the Turkish licet hit diplo m acy a blo w be­ 
tween the ey e* and precipitated the Cri­ 
mean war. 
No w it is a Russian m ilitary 
o u trage o n ano ther ally o f England repeat* 
ing the blo w, and do ubtless precipitating a 
new Russian war." 
The press unanimo usly declare* th a t it is 
England's im perative du ty to fight unless 
Russia recalls Gen. K u m aro ff and diso wns 
his actio n in attacking the Afghans.

Echo (Radical) thinks w ar inevitable. 
The 
Pall Mali Gazette say s: “If the aggressio n 
was unpro vo ked we shall go so rro w fully tu t 
reso lutely o ver to the w ar party ." 
Bo th o f 
these papers have hitherto favo red peace.

— “Detectives have been put upo n the 
track’’ says o ur dispatches in anno uncing 
that so me o f the ballo t bo xes o f the re­ 
cent Chicago electio n hud been sto len. 
When the po lls are o pen in that city is 
the time to put detectives 
011 the track. 
A fair electio n, ho wever, in Chicago can 
hardly be lo o ked fo r under the present 
rulers. 


The hew secretary o f the United States 
Treasury', Mr. Manning, intro duced great 
changes in the mo de o f keeping the 
bo o ks and making his mo nthly repo rts. 
Under the new fo rm there do es no t ap­ 
pear to be so much mo ney in the Treas­ 
ury as was repo rted under the o ld. Where 
the o ld fo rm sho wed a reductio n o f the 
natio nal debt the new rule sho w an actual 
increase fo r the mo nth. 
“Fo ur changes 
are intro duced in the new fo rm. 
Firfct, 
the sum o f $100,000,000 is set apart fo r 
the redemptio n o f legal-tender no tes is 
sued under the acts o f 1875 and 1882, anc 
this amo unt is transferred bo dily to the 
co lumn o f liabilities; seco nd, the entire 
Pacific Railro ad indebtedness, amo unting 
in bo nds and accrued interest to abo ut 
$05,300,000, is in the same way added to 
the debt; third, the subsidiary silver co ins 
which are no t legal-tender fo r mo re than 
$5 are taken fro m the assets, making a 
reductio n o f $31,508,317; and fo urth, a 
redemptio n fund is created fo r silver and 
go ld certificates in the hands o f the Sub- 
Treasurer ready fo r use but no t yet issued. 
While these changes do no t make the 
Go vernment po o rer to the amo unt o f o ne 
do llaf they are nevertheless misleading 
and deceptive. 
They are calculated to 
pro duce a po pular impressio n that will 
lead to ho arding o f go ld and increase the 
depreciatio n o f 
silver. 
So me o f the 
changes call fo r still stro nger criticism. 
The lo ckisg up o f $100,000,000 as a spe­ 
cific redemptio n fund no t available fo r 
any tempo rary uses is certainly no t au­ 
tho rized by law, while the charging o f 
the Pacific Railro ad indebtedness to the 
Go vernment, when no acco unt is taken 
o f the lien to secure it, is clearly co ntrary 
to reaso n. 
It is rather remarkable that the first 
debt statement issued by the new Admin­ 
istratio n sho uld so co mpletely give the lie 
to the favo rite Demo cratic argument in 
the last campaign that there was $450- 
000,000 ho arded in the Treasury which 
sho uld be used to pay the bo nds and 
“stimulate business.” 
Acco rding to the
